PARTICULARS OF THE ASSASSINATION OF THE 
FRENCH DEPUTIES. 
Baden, May 1. 

The. Congrefs at Raftadt terminated in a tragical man- 
ner. Qn the 28th ult, about 7 o’clock, r. mM, a fquadron 
of the Huffars of Szekler entered Rattadt.----A trumpeter 
brought a difpatch from the Imperial Gol. Babafey, com- 
maoding at Gernfbach, to Baron Albini, to the purport 
that the French Mimilters were to quut Raltads in a4 bours, 
that city, owing to che operations of war, being to be eccupi- 
ed by the Emperor’s orders, it was refolved that no other 
refidence fhould be granted ta them or any other Freach 
citizens. In ihe evening 400 more Aultrians came to 
Raftadt, and took charge of the gate. Bis notice having 
been given to the French Minifters, Bonaier in particular 
exprefied much diffansfa@tion at it, They relolved, how- 
ever, tho’ night was coming on, to fet out, and they are 
faid to have taken two French dragoons whom they had as 
guards. with them ; others fay they were two hullars in the 
fervice of the Margrave of Baden The Minifter of Mente, 
Boron Aibiui, folcied paffports for the French Minifers, 
but could not obtain them fiom Col. Barbaley, who-de- 
ciared that only the Archduke Charles could give paifpors’ 
on fuch occations, Tue remaining Members of the Dep- 
wcatioe and the Pruffian Miaitters offered to accompany 
‘hem 9 the Rhine, but they declined the offer, No loon- 
er had tacy fer off, im the evening of the 28th, and pro- 
ceeded to the diftamce of # fhort quarter of a league, than 
fome peopic, having the appearance of Haffars, fell ia 
with the carriages, it was dark: the Munifters were 
topped, and their pafports demanded. Bonnier refuled 
tO sve any other account thea ** that they were the French 
Minifters who waned to reterm to France" A violent 
akercation gafued, and melancholy adts of outrage were 
Committed Bonaier had his :hesd fplit, and one hand 
Cut off; Roberjo: thared. the fame fate, and both were 
killed on the fput. Jean Derby received fome cuts on the 
head and breaft, but not killed; he returned to Raftadt 
with the Seeretary of LegiMlativa, Citizen Rofenttrel------ 
Some perfons were imuredistely fent from Raftadt to con- 
vey the lifelefy remains of Roberjot and Bonmer ‘0 that 
phce, The carriages of the Ambaffadors were entirely 
plundered of all they contained, and Bonmer was ftripped 
to his thirt. Onthe egrh in the evening the corples were 
folemnly buried by torch light.
